Berlin, May (By the 
nied Press.)—Field .*Marsbal -Paul 
yon Hindenburg at high noon today 
svlemrly pledged his word as a mau 
that he. would .faithfully fulfill. the 
duties of president of Germany, to 
which office he was elected on April 
ai prescribed in the republican 
constitution of August 11, 1919. 

The oath of office was adminis- 
tered: by the president of. the reich- 
stag, Paul Loebe, in the presence of 
all the members of the house with 
the exception of 46 communists, who 
left the chamber when Von’ Hinden- 
burg ¢eppeared, shouting “down witi 
the monarchists! Long live the weviet 
repu tic!” 

No Element of Ambiguity. 

Neither Herr: Loebe’s .invitation .t4 
the president-elect to subscribe to the 
constitution oath nor the new presi- 
dent's reply after being sworn in con- 
tained the slightest element of. am- 
biguiiy to which even the staunchest 
tepublican might make objection, and 
Von Hindenburg’s. added utterance 
that both the offices of president and 
the rcichstag represented the  sover- 
eign will of the German people gave 
emphasis to his manifest desire to 
lcave no doubt in the minds of his 
auditors with respect to his political 
interpretation of the ‘constitutional! 
sizniricance of the office into whicu 
he Wat today inducted. 

This was the first time since No- 
vember 18, 1919, that the field mar- 
shal had entered the reichstag build- 
ing. Then he and General - Luden- 
dorff came in response to an urgent 
summons from a parliamentary in- 
quisitorial board which was inveati- 
gating the German general staff rela- 
tive to unrestricted submarine war- 
fare and the extent to which.it was 
familiar with the policy of mediation 
and the efferts of the late President 
Wilson in this, direction. 

On that occasion Von Hindenburg 
and his quartermaster general was 
summoned to give an account of their 
steiw:rdship as leaders of the German 
armies, and among the men  wqwhs 
examined them were communists, in- 
dependent socialists, social democrats 
and representatives of the other pe 
litical parties. 

Today Von Hindenburg entered the 
reichstag as president-clect and less 
than twenty. paces from the speaker's 
desk where he took the oath of of- 
fice, sat Ludendorff among the rest 
of the ‘deputies. 

Led by Herr Loebe,. the new presi- 
dent appeared at the speaker's state 
a few minutes after 12 o'clock. He 
ranged high among the men surround- 
ing him: he was attired in civilian 
¢lothes. with black freck codt. bai 
wore no decofations. The reichstig 
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.38-calrbre revolver from him the day 
before the St. Louis surgeon was 
found shot,'on the campus of Wash- 
ington university. -

ON ARMISTICE PLAN 


Vetoes Proposal Made by 
General Staff—Says It 
Conflicts With Spirit of 
Day. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

‘Washington, May ©12:—Plans - of 
the war department general staff for 
converting Armistice day into a’ de- 
fense day mobilization test have been 
vetoed by President Coolidge. 

This plan, recommended by the gen- 
eral staff in a report just submitted 
to the president, conflicts with the 
spirit of Armistice day, the white 
house said Tuesday. President Cool- 
idge regards November 11 as a day 
primarily associated with the end of 
the war, thoughts of peace and_mem- 
ories of the tragic cost of lives, rather 
than demonstrations of military 
strength. 

In addition to these sentimental ob- 
jections, President Coolidge is some- 
what doubtful of the advisability of 
a defense day demonstration at all 
unless. authorized by congress. He be- 
lieves that under the. plan. of volun- 
teer mobilization followed in the first 
test on September 12 last year, coii- 
siderable expense falls on the states 
and he is .reluctant to saddle that 
cost on them through any action at 
Washington in calling the national 
guard out.

Geweva,. May 12,—After a_ bitter 
forensic fight in the military commit- 
tee, armored trains steamed § fjrura- 
tively out of the league of nations 
palace tonight. By a vote of 15 to 
11, ‘the governments represented at 
the conference on the control of traf- 
fic in arms: and- munitions; sitting on 
the military committee, decided that 
the sale of these instruments of war 
would not be subject to international 
supervision, by, license or publicity.

Plans for reopening of Cox college, 
famous college for women at College 


Park, which suspended operations two 
years ago after 80 years’ service, were 
outlined at an enthusiastic meeting 
Tuesday afternoon of alumnae and 
friends of the institution at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Judge John D. Humphries, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
college, appointed a special committee 
to plan details of a campaign to se- 
cure $40,000 in guaranty pledges in 
Atlanta and Georgia, after resolutions 
authorizing this action and indorsing 
the plan suggested by the board of 
trustees had been unanimously adopt- 
ed. .B. §. Barker, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, was named 
chairman of this committee, which is 
composed, in addition to Mr. Barker. 
of Mrs. John D. Little, president of 
the Cox College Alumnae association, 
Walter McElreath, J. E. Skaggs, Hugh 
C, Couch, mayor of College Park, and 
Judge Humphries. 

Under the plan adopted, pledges to- 
talling $50,000 wil] be secured to guar- 
antee the necessary running expenses 
of the college for three years. ‘Ten 
thousand of this is to be pledged by 
College Park and it was announced 
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at the meeting by H. S. Wilheit, that 
$8,500 of this sum already was 
pledged. 
$40,000 To Be Raised, 
The remaining $40,000 is to 
raised in Atlanta and Georgia. 
Of the $50,000 total guarantors 


are not to be called on for more than 
is necessary 10 make up any operating 
deficit that may result during the first 
three years of renewed operation by 
the college. Ten per cent of the 
pledge is to be paid within 30 days 
after the campaign is conducted, in 
order to provide necessary funds for 
initial expenses and advertising. Not 
more than 40 per cent of the pledge 
is to be called {or in any one of the 
three years. 

The board cf trustees dees not an- 
ticipate that it will be necessary to 
call for the full amount of the $50.- 
000 pledges, it was stated, but ‘does 
anticipate a deficit the first vear of 
operation. However, by the end of 
the third year it is expected that the 
college will be selfsupporting. It is 
necessary that the full guarantee be 
pledged, however, it was stated, in or- 
der to guarantee salaries to the facul- 
ty and to insttre permanént operation 
of the institution. ! 

Young Women’s School. 

Judge Humphries presided at the 
meeting and in his opening remarks 
outlined the above plan. At Cox col- 
lege, he stated, there is qa $250,000 
educational plant, fully furnished and 
equipped, merely waiting the raising 
of this guarantee fund to operate as a 
splendid college for women and to 
carry on the magnificent traditions

= Coast Guard Officers Ad- 
mit They Are Hampered 
_in Their Efforts To Stop 
Liquor Smuggling. 


San Diego, Cal., May 12.—Offi- 
cers of the coast guard force here ad- 
mitted today that they were badly 
hampered in their efforts to stop the 
work of five large ships, four of them 
tafvying British flags, and the other 
flying the Kelgian colors, which are 
now cruising off the southern Cali- 
fornia const ready to deliver cargoes 
of liquor to fast boats from shore. 
The ships are all faster than the 
Coast guard cutters and the small 
boats which go out for illicit cargoes 
also are faster than the government 
craft. 

The coast guard cutter Tamoroa, 
now in port, found the rum fleet off 
Santa Rosa island, which is one of 
the Santa Barbara channel group. on 
the night of May 4. When daylight 
came, the Tamaroa’s officers saw the 
five large freighters, their decks piled 
high with cases of whisky, only a short 
distance from the jsland. With them 
Was a score of fast motor launches, 
supposed to have come from San 
Pedro. 

Speed Boats Escape. 

The speed boats immediately began 
racing at full speed in the direction of 


San Pedro while the rum-carrying 
ships began weighing anchor. 

One of the British rum runners 
steamed out to sea, followed by the 
Tamaroa. Another headed south, an- 
other north. The Belgian steamer 
Gertrude, which for a 
thought to have been lost, headed to 
the southwest. 

The Tamaroa followed one of the 
liquor ships for 160 miles off shore 
when it gave up the chase. Returning 
to Santa Rosa Island, the cutter 
found that some of the liquor ships 
had returned. Again it gave chase, 
this time following one of the vessels 
until it was in Mexican territorial 
waters. Returning again to the San- 
tn Rosa Island rendezvous. the Tam- 
aroa ran into another flock of big 
rum runners. Short of provisions and 
fuel the cutter finally was forced to 
come hack to San Diego, leaving the 
duty of keeping a weather eye on the 
rum fleet to the cutter Vaughan. 


Assistance From Shore. 


That the rum fleet is receiving able 
assistance from confederates ashore, 
was the statement made by officers of 
the Tamaroa. 

While chasing vessels of the rum 
fleet the Tamaroa sighted floating 
about 15 miles off San Clement Island 
5O fuel tanks lashed together. These 
tanks, filled with much-needed fuel 
oil for the British rum ships, had been 
towed out to sea by a launch. The 
Tramaroa reported the tanks had been 
hoisted aboard the rum ships, emptied 
and then lowered over the side again.

Physician Is Speaker at 
Pretty Program in Which 
May Dances Formed 
Conspicuous Feature. 


Dr. Hal M. Davison, prominent At- 
lanta physician, was principal speaker 
Tuesday afternoon at the second of 
a week's series of meetings, which 
are being held at 3:30 o’clock every 
afternoon on the fourth floor of M.

Dr. Davison spoke on the subject of 
food values in their. relation to the 
general welfare of the child, empha- 
sizing the need for a _ well-balanced 
meal and a varied diet.

‘Take the children into the 
sunshine and watch them grow. A 
point to be remembered is that a glass 
enclosed room will not supply the 


need for sunshine. Glass strains the 
violet ray from the sun's beams.”

Dr. Davison made several points of 
interest. He suggested that small 
quantities of food be placed before 
the child and that he be permitted to 
call .for more. Large amounts of 
food rob the child of its appetite, he 
stated. He also advised the giving 
of milk only during the latter part 
of the meal.

The: coin is one that should be 
in possession—as an “everfasting 
medal of honor—of every man and 
woman who venerates the memory 
of the intrepid leader whose head, 
carved into the metal, is a cameo 
that shall reflect for all time the 
best in American manhood. 

The government nationalized the 
stone Mountain memorial project 
by authorizing the minting of the 
coins. It ‘was a graceful ‘act, and 
emphasized the new spirit of Amer- 
icanism that has eliminated sec- 
tional lines, and unified the peopie 
of their country into one great, 
homogenous republican citizenry. 
The people of the north and the 
people of the west will buy the 
coins in commemoration of that 
splendid spirit of national unity. 
The sale of the coins in the south 
will of course meet every expecta- 
tion. ' 

The building of the memorial— 
the most ambitious sculptural un- 
dertaking conceived in all time—is 
dependent upon these sales. 

The premium paid should be lib- 
eral—just as liberal as the individ- 
ual can possibly make it. 

The completion of the memorial 
will require enormous funds, and 
the funds can be provided, amply 
and without any sacrifice, if every 
person who can will buy one or 
more, and at prices that will carry 
to the enterprise reasonable net 
averages. 

Thus from the accumulation of 
the small units of. coin profits can 
the world’s greatest monumental 
undertaking be pushed to a’ glori- 
ous finish. : 

The sale of the coins is an ap- 
peal to the patriotism of the peo- 
ple.' That that patriotism will -rise 
to the occasion there should be no 
doubt. 


STARTLING FIGURES. 
During the year 1924 there 
were 19,000 people killed and 
450,000 wounded in automobile ac- 
cidents in the United States. These 
figures represent those tragedies 
reported to the state health offices. 
It is said, and very correctly, that 
thousands of automobile accidents 
occur that are never officially re- 
ported. The number of fatalities, 
therefore, alarming as are the to- 
tals that are known, undoubtedly 
greatly exceed the figures given. 

This statement of automobile fa- 
talities and casualties has just been 
made public by the National Safety 
council. At a glance it is seen that 
the situation is worse than war. 
we recall correctly the total of 
American. dead and wounded dur- 
ing the world war was 275,000, ‘in 
round numbers. This included the 
deaths from disease in the mobili- 
zation and line camps. The Amer- 
_ participation in the world war 
asted approximately two _ years, 
counting the time consuméd after 
the armistice in bringing the boys 
home and demobilizing. Hence i: 
is seen that automobile accidénts in 
America produce more than double 
the toll of war each year. 

At the rate of these accidents in 
1924, which does not seem to d:2- 
crease in 1925, the daily average is 
52 killed and 1,180 injured. 

Of the number of dead and 
wounded reported grade crossings 
caused the Filling of 1,688 and the 
wounding of 5,650. Of the total 
reported deaths from these acci- 
dents 5,700 were children. 

These figures are shocking. 
accentuate the demand for 
more activity in the enactment ani 


enforcement of highway safety 
laws.

HOW TO CONTRACT YOUR 
STUMMICK. 

Is there any truth, wails a damsel 

from Duluth; the rhyme of which was 
not premeditated, in the report that 
the stomach contracts as a result of 
dieting, and that it therefore can nev- 
er again hold the same amount of 
food that it formerly held? 
; There is only a faint trace of truth 
in it, unfortunately, for if, it were 
true to any considsrable .extent we 
should all live longer, leaner-and hap- 
pier. If a fellow could cut down his 
capacity just by fasting a little or re- 
stricting the load for a few days, that 
would be an attainment well wé@rth 
the agony. 7 

Once in a while the stomach which 
has been dilated or expanded to ac- 
commodate a whale of u meal or a 
steady elephantine diet refuses to 
contract again to its normal dimen- 
sions er capacity, at least until the 
doctor has tinkered with it for a spell 
or the surgeon has embroidered a de- 
sign on the greater curvature. But: 
this is ruleewhich positively does not 
work both ways... If you do manage 
to eontract your stummick apprecia- 
bly, don’t vou worry, it will come back 
again and leave no tale behind :t. 
Even professional fasters who go for 
weeks without any food find no diffi- 
culty, when the fast is finished, in 
stowing full rations. 

But there is a way to contract the 
capacity of the stomach or at least to 
attain that delectable sensation of full- 
ness without actually stuffing or over- 
loading the stomach. In other words, 
theve is a way to contract the appetite 
when the appetite is abnormally large. 

Of course various practices injuri- 
ous to health tend to imnair the 
appetite, but we are concerned with 
healthful procedures only. It is ter- 


rible to be fat, but better fat than 
sick or quite dead. Where there’s a 
reasonable amount of fat there is 


hope, and where there is more there 
is also faith and credulity, I find. 
When a woman wonders whether she 
can really reduce by putting salts in 
her bath or wearing some special kind 
of compression apparatus, I Conclude 
she must be pretty fat. When she 
actually attempts to reduce by such 
magic. I know she is terribly fat. 
And when she declares she has yre- 
duced: via the rubber garment route 
or the body wash route (suppressing 
the fact that she adhered to a slim 
diet or indulged in some unwonted 
exercise while wearing the _ elastsc 
corset or wallowing in: the medicated 
bath) I pronounce her case hopeless. 

Intra-abdominal pressure, like blood 
pressure, remains constantly within 
certain limits in health. In various 
departures from health the intrabo- 
dominal pressure falls below the nor- 
mal. For instance, if — the belly 
nowscles (that the muscles in 
the ‘front wall of the »abdomen) 
paralyzed or greatly falls. 
When ” intra-abdominal pressure is 
low, one has to overfill the stomach in 
order to attain that desirable sense of 
comfortable fullness or satisfaction of 
the appetite. Thus manv a misguid-

ed individual who is already overnour-’ 


ished is led info the habit of over- 
eating. Partiéularly is this true of 
the woman who unnecessarily wears 
corsets or other artificial supports— 
she puts her own ntuscles out of busi- 
ness that way, and the. muscles of 
course grow weaker. 

On the other hand.- there are var'- 
ous pathological eonditions associated 
with lowered intra-abdominal pres- 
sure, in which corsets or similar ap- 
nliances are of distinct remedial value. 
We are speaking of ordinary healthy 
folk, however. They suffer only harm 
from corsets.

What they said was “all in the 
family” and they are not to be quoted 
personally, because some of them hold 
private views different from those 
they must supply to the newspapers 
they serve. There are democrats who 
are distinguished correspondents for 
republican journals and vice versa. 
They sell their services and not their 
souls. 

A Democratic Revival. 

I was surprised to hear so many of 
these men declare that a militant demo- 
eratie revival is incubating and will 
show phoenix-like vigor before the 
vear is out. Business wants a laissez 
faire policy to prevail, but among the 


masses. especially the agricultural see- | 


tion, the periodical passion for ‘‘a 


change” is becoming strongly mani-| 


fest. The bi-partisan agriculturel 
bloc promises to be larger and more 
powerful in the present congress than 
in the last one. And the more they

CAILLAUX TO SQUEEZE 
FRANCE YOR SOLD. 

Paris, May 12.—Joseph Caillaux 
has decided to squeeze France for 
gold with which to pay debts, balance 
the budget, and restore French credit. 

Tax payers will be called upon tu 
increase their contributions to the 
state by $200,000,000 yearly. Alcohol 
and tobaeco taxes will be increased ; 
insurance companies will be compelled 
to invest at least 50 per cent of their 
premiums in the National Reinsur- 
ance society, and the expense of com- 
pleting the rehabilitation of the dev- 
esiated ‘areas is to be borne by a 
loan guaranteed by a portion of the 
French share of the Dawes plan pro- 
eeeds. 

Caillaux’s Scheme. 


The foregoing points are the high 
spots of Caillaux’s plan for the 
resuscitation of France. Caillayx 
made his plan known to the chamber 
of deputies finance committee Tues- 
day. It was indicated that the settle- 
ent of inter-allied debts depends on 
receipts from the Dawes plan which 
would be applicable to amortization 
in whatever fashion later determined 
upon, 

Members of the committee: who 
heard Caillaux said he again had 
demonstrated himself to be a_ great 
financial technician and a man of 
action. Caillaux insisted that all 
state expenditure must be included. in 
the budget and be within the reach 
of taxes to pay. 

“When this is done,” he said, “the 
ship of state will be navigable in 
calm seas. Then we can take up the 
great problems of stabilization of the 
frane and the settlement of our debts.” 

Plan Drastic Measures. 

Drastic measures will be adopted 
to enforce payment of the income tax 
which Caillaux introduced into France 
and which many Frenchmen fear like 
death. ‘The income tax rate will he 
increased, but indirect taxation and 
the contributions to state monopolies 
such as that controlling tobacco, will 
be increased. 

Caillaux explained that the ever- 
present deficits in previous budgets 
had been caused by the exclusion . of 
such expenses as pensions from the 
budget, when it was compiled. Such 
practices, he said, had led to the pres- 
ent serious situation and they must be 
discontinued. He announced that he 
would ask the country to make a great 
sacrifice, but that he hoped it would 
be temporary. The very life of the 
nation was endangered, he said, by 
the immense short term indebtedness, 
and. for that reason he is confident 
that there will be a favorable response 
to his appeal for more money.

They were the 
target of numerous jibes, for, al- 
though they had been insistent in the 
espousal of the republican colors— 
black, red, and goid—they openly dis- 
played the official colors of commu- 
nism. Most of the deputies belong- 
ing to the right parties appeared in 
frock coats and high hats, although 
General Iudendorif wore a plain gray 
lounge suit.

night’s rest in Berlin. He jocularly 
told Herr Loebe that the govern- 
ment’s embargo on military music at 
his reception in the capital suited 
him perfectly, inasmuch as he could 
not stand music.

To this he added the religious af- 
firmation, “So help me God,” and 
thereby setting-a new precedent for 
German presidents, 

“Down with monarchism; long live 
the soviet republic!” was the shout 
raised by the communist deputies as 
the president-elect entered the reich- 
stag chamber. They withdrew imme- 
diately afterward and the rest of the 
ceremony proceeded without a hitch. 

Hindenburg Speaks. 


The president-elect in excellent 
voice, was heard throughout the large 
chamber. He, began his response“ to 
the wéleome extended by Paul Loelhe, 
president of the reichstag, by address- 
ing Elerr Loebe as “Herr Reich Presi- 
dent”. instead of “Herr Reichstag 
President.” 

Herr Loebe had addressed the field 
marshal briefly, expressing the hope 
that during his administration the 
economie reconstruction of Germany 
which had been begun by President 
Ebert would be continued, as well as 
the policy of mutual understanding 
in the formulas which had been suc- 
cessfully initiated so that the terrilie 
consequences in war would gradually 
be removed. 

President von Hindenburg, after his 
inauguration, issued a manifesto to 
the army and navy. In it he said: 


Praises Army. 


“To the Wehrmacht (defensive pow- 
er): The German people have placed 
me at the head of the reich. Ace- 
cording to the: constitution, I take 
over this day the chief command of 
the Wehrmacht. I greet the army 
and navy with pride.” 

“From my seclusion in Hanover,” 
continued the president, “I have 
watched the development of the Weir- 
macht. Straight ahead and undeterred 
it has led the German people oa the 
only road upon which reconstruction 
was eee, namely, through hari 
discipline and loyalty in every Ccetail 
to accomplishment and success.” 

“It is built upon the old principle 
of duty and sacrifice. Its activity is 
intended forethe present and the fi- 
ture for the service of the people and

Now that Benny Leonard has 
stopped fighting be can be classed 
ameng .“sporting characters.” 

In his time Benny was one of the 
best fighting lightweight champions 
in ring history. He had a rare 
combination of intelligence and real 
fighting ability. As long as there 
were any real rivals to fight he went 
on fighting, but when he couldn’t get 
a match without going into the wel- 
‘terweight class he sropped. He had 
enough money and he was weary of 
pugilistic prominence. He showed 
good sense in dropping out without 
waiting until “old age grabbed him,” 
as Joe Gans used to say. 

Benny was bora in New York and 
did his first fighting as a schoolboy. 
It doesn’t show on the record books, 
but when Benny was about 15 he 
fought an unofficial 20-round fight 
that went the full distance. It was 
beld in a back yard. . 

Benny broke into boxing 
sionally by climbing through 
dow into the old Fairmont A. C., 
run byBilly Gibson in the Bronx. 
Many famous encounters were held 
in the old Fairmont and the boys 
used to slip in to see them. Billy 
Gibson let the bovs train in his club 
gymnasium, and Lenny began boxing 
there. He soon attracted Gibson’s 
attention, and [Lilly gave him a 
chance in a preliminary bout. Benny 
started with a-burst of wild energy 
and excitement, tike other amateurs, 
and knocked out several opponents, 
making such a good showing that 
Gibson offered to manage him. The 
arrangement between them held, with- 
out a written contract, through all 
of Benny’s fighting career. Leonard 
and Gibson have always been closest 
friends. ‘They’ve never had a dis- 
agreement over money matters or 
anything else. ‘This establishes a 
world’s record for fighter and man- 
ager.

Turns To Science. 

After his first knockout flurry 
Benny settled down to become a 
scientific boxer. He won. decisions 
easily, showing a lot of speed and 
skill, but delivered so few knockout 
blows that he’ became known as “the 
feather duster puncher.” 

In 21915 Leonard bexed no-decisicn 
bouts with Johnny Dundee, Johnny 
Kilbune, Patsy Cline, Johnny Drum- 
mie, Jimmy Duffy, Frankie Callahan, 
Jee Azevedo and other famous boxers 
of that period. He had no troube 
winnings decisions but ehowed no 
great hitting ability. 

filly Gibson, thinking Benny had 
gone as far as he could without a 
punch, sat down one evening ani 
said: “Benny, you can outbox all the 
boys now. but it isn’t getting vou any- 
where. There never was a champion 
without a punch. You’ve got to study 
Littin,, and learn how to ‘deliver a 
knockout.” 

Next day Benny began a scientific 
research into the gentle art of drop- 
ping “em for the 10 count. He admits 
today that he knows more about anat- 
omy and how to scientifically reac’ 
the knockout points than any other 
fighter—and perhaps he does. 

Kayo Is Surprise. 

When he foneht his next hattle. 
against Joe Mandot, of New Orleans. 
who was a near-champion in «those 
days, Rennv startled his followers by 
knecking Mandot eald with an unex- 
pected punch in the seventh round. 


At once Benny hecame a knockout 
artist. He flattened them one after 


another, knocking out Joe Welsh, Phil 
Bloom (the iron. man), Shamns 
O'Brien, Ever Hammer, Packey Hom. 
mey, Ritchie Mitchell and several! 
others, 

‘Then, in 1917, he knocked out 
Freddy Welsh in nine rounds and won 
the world’s lightweight championship 
that he has held for eight years, 

That was a great fight. Welsh had 


every defensive trick in the world. 
Leonard weakened him with bedy 
blows, knocked him down in the 
eighth, and two or three times in the 
ninth, finally knocking him across 
the ropes and keeping him hangitz 
there with sharp right-hand hooks un- 
til Referee McPartland jumped in. 
We'sh collapsed as Benny stopped 
hitting, and sunk to the floor. 

Leonard was a fighting champion. 
He fought the Monday night follow- 
ing the Welsh fight. He fought as 
often as he could get matches. He 
knocked out Leo Johnson, the negro 
champion, iz one round, shortly after 
winning the title. He knocked out 
Johnny Kilbane in three rounds, 
knocked out Willie Ritchie in eight, 
Young Erne in six, Charlie White in 
nine, Rocky Kansas in eight, and a 
score of other well-known fighters in 
from one to 14 rounds. During the 
war Leonard was boxing instructor 
at Camp Upton, where he did a lot 
of good work. 

Always Boxed for Opening. 


Benny always fought scientifically. 
He boxed for openings, and then let 
go the punches intended for a knock- 
out, He tock risks that few cham- 
pions take. He was knocked down and 
nearly out by both Ritchie Mitchell 
und Charlie White, and knocked them 
both out in the following rally. He 
was a thoroughly game fighter, and a 
student of fighting. Several 7i ters 
gave him a tough battle the first time 
they met, and were ouclassed by 
Leonard n a second fight. Leonard 
had intelligence. He could learn. A 
bout wasn’t just a haphazard mauling 
match with him. He studied his men, 
and beat them by playing on their 
weak points. 

“Benny,” said a friend of his last 
year, “you can go on fighting for a 
long time. Nobody has any chance to 
beat you.” 

“You're wrong,” said Benny. “As 
soon as I slow up a little bit some 
boy will come along with a faster and 
better left hand and beat me. I’m 
going to stop fighting when I feel 
that I’m slowing up. I’m not going 
to wait to be knocked out.” 

Benny didn’t wait. And unless Ben- 
ny is persuaded to try to “come back” 
when he has really begun to slow up 
through ring inactivity we'll all have 
to admit that Benny has brains,

When the young man at the 
other desk was asked by a fel- 
low clerk why he had not de- 
livered certain proofs, he re- 
plied: “I didden hafta—serrend 
boy’s job.”

“Did- 
den hafta” meant that he “did 
not have te”—bad enough, even 
after it has been literally trans- 
jlated. “Serrend boy's job” 
meant “It is the errand boy’s 
job.” . 

How can we overcome such 
slipshod speech? I might better 
say, Why should we tolerate it? 

’ Yet most of the young people in 

~ our neighborhood talk that way. 
“Didden” for “didn't,” and 
“wooden” for “wouldn't” are 
common examples. I don’t ob- 
ject to contractions—provided 
they are used at the right time 
and in the right place; but so 
many there are who use “don't” 
for “doesn’t,” and “ain't” for 
“aren't,” that I sometimes feel 
inclined to condemn all contrac- 
tions. 

Personally I do not like to 
write what I call “stilted” Eng- 
lish—nor do I care to speak it. 
I prefer that which seems to me 
to be a more intimate stvle— 
contractions such as “you'll” for 
“you will,” “mustn't” for “must 
not,” and similar terms that 
brand one as.a ‘loose” writer. 
But when I write “it’s” for “it 
is” and then find that in the next 
‘sentence the printer has placed 
‘an apostrophe before the “s” in 
“its” where that word is used 
as a pronoun in the possessive. 
case, | am again ready to swear 
off from the use of “loose” 
words.

was replaced with boyish shouts of 
approval, and for a short time the 
great penal institution was flooded 
with gladness, just as a shaded wood- 
end pool may be turned to gold by 
a single dancing sunbeam. 

Thrills “‘Old-Timers.” 

But among the long lines of prisou- 
ers, a few white-faced men looked on 
with something of awe and terror in 
their eyes. And good reason—for they 
-were “old-timers,” and this was their 
first sight of the marvelous machines 
they had read of in the gloom of their 
little steel-bound worlds. Men who 
had lived by a warden’s watch year 
after year until all track of time way 
lost and only the deadly monotony of 
prison routine loomed ahead, they fol- 
lowed the darting, swooping ships of 
the air as.a little child might gaze 
if the characters of a fairy tale sud- 
denly sprung into life before its 
amaze eyes, ‘ 

They had lain in prison while the 
thunder of the world’s greatest war 
echoed thinly in their ears; new eras 
of human accomplishment had dawned 
and faded to give place to still newer 
and brighter eras—and here at last 
was actual, visual proof of the exist- 
ence of things they had dimly heard 
of and failed to comprehend even in 
the most shadowy way. 

Then there were the men who had 
only recently “arrived,” men and 


Dare-devil aviators flying underwatched and commented on the un- 


usual daring of the airmen but who 
found nothing fearsomely new in a 
flying circus. ‘These cheered lustily 
and found themselves wishing that 
some similar diversion might come up 
every day. 


Appreciative Crowd. 


But regardless of length of service 
of the thousands who craned their 
necks to see, no flying circus ever at- 
tracted such an appreciative crowd of 
spectators as The Constitution's show 
Tuesday. ss 

Planes piloted by Clyde Pangborn 
and “Big Javck"’ Ashcraft bore the 
dare-devils. [n one of the planes, 
Diavolo Krantz gave his sensational] 
exhibition of wing-walking and hand 
and head swings, while Francis Price. 
Constitution staff protographer, flew 
in the other plane and took photo- 
graphs of the various feats and of the 
crowd of prisoners below. 

Clyde Pangborn, one of the few 
American aviators who has verfected 
upside-dowh flying, with Photogra- 
pher Price in his plane, performed 
the first feats fur the prisoners. Pang- 
born did barrel roll, side slips, whip 
stalls, nose dives, tail spins and loops 
galore for the prisoners. ‘ 

Diavolo Krantz then offered his 
prozram of feats in the machine pilot- 
ed by Ashcraft. First Krantz stood 
upright on a wing of the plane while 
it described a complete loop. Next 
he hung head-iown from both the top 
and bottom wings; then waiked all 
over the wings and crowned his feat 
program when he hung _head-down 
from the landing gear while Ashcraft 
Gid a nose dive directly downward 
toward the heart of the prison grounds, 

Barely Missed Wall. 

‘Just before reaching the ground, 
Asheraft swerved his machine to a 
horizontal position and swept barely 
across the prison wall, Krantz’ head 
missing the wall by only a few feet. 
The program began at 3:45 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon and lasted until 
after 4 o’clocx. The flyers went 
through their program three times 
during the afternoon. The first series 
of feats was offered near Tuggle field, 
Decatur; next came the program over 
the city, and lastywas the flying at 
the federal prison.
